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AUTOGEOGRAPHY 


AUTOGEOGRAPHY  is  an  exhibition  con- 
cerned with  artists'  explorations  of  them- 
selves—their bodies,  memories,  fantasies, 
social  consciousnesses.  This  art  is  revealed  to 
the  viewer  through  the  recording  and,  often, 
the  re-creation  of  personal  experiences, 
events,  or  visions.  Documentation  of  these 
events  becomes  their  only  means  of  preser- 
vation. 

AUTOGEOGRAPHY  encompasses  and 
elaborates  upon  two  traditional  art  forms: 
autobiography  and  self-portraiture.  Auto- 
biography is  the  recording  of  experience 
through  memory.  Works  included  within  the 
concept  of  AUTOGEOGRAPHY  often 
contain  autobiographical  elements  in  a 
hybrid  of  verbal  and  visual  media.  Self- 
portraiture  captures  the  artist  at  a  single 
moment,  often  surrounded  by  articles  of 
personal  significance.  Many  artists  have 
depicted    themselves    as   important   person- 


alities—Rembrandt painted  himself  as  Paul, 
Caravaggio  represented  himself  as  Goliath— 
or  as  romantic  or  tragic  heroes  exemplified 
by  Courbet's  Wounded  Man  in  which  he 
portrayed  himself  as  tortured  creator.  The 
image  of  romantic  hero  persists  in  con- 
temporary self-portraiture,  extended  by  the 
use  of  film,  videotape,  and  photography. 

Issues  raised  in  twentieth-century  are  signifi- 
cant to  AUTOGEOGRAPHY:  many  of  the 
works  in  this  exhibition  amplify  concepts 
developed  in  Dada,  Happenings,  and  process 
art.  Characteristic  of  Dada  was  an  anti-art, 
anti-masterpiece  playfulness  that  was 
manifested  in  objects  and  group  col- 
laborations incorporating  such  forms  as 
music,  performance,  and  poetry.  Dada 
objects  modified  the  value  of  a  marketable 
art  commodity  because  of  their  association 
with  the  tradition  of  painting  and  sculpture, 
"Readymades"    by    Marcel    Duchamp   were

objects  such  as  a  bottle  rack  or  a  urinal 
removed  from  their  functional  context  and 
placed  within  an  art  milieu.  Happenings,  a 
phenomenon  of  the  1950s  incorporating 
performance  and  audience  collaborations, 
usually  occurred  outside  museums.  They 
often  involved  the  transformation  of  a 
specific  place  and  an  immediate  physical  and 
emotional  engagement  through  the  partici- 
pation of  an  audience.  Because  Happenings 
v/ere  unique  events,  documentation  was  the 
only  method  for  preserving  them. 
Documentation  gave  rise  to  questions  of  the 
nature  of  the  artwork— was  the  residual 
evidence  in  a  photograph  or  on  film  actually 
the  artwork?  Some  artists  thus  focused  on 
the  process  necessary  to  make  an  object. 
Crucial  to  these  artists  was  the  evidence  of 
fabrication  and  the  activity  of  the  artist  as 
catalyst  to  that  process. 

The  identity  of  the  artist  is  a  primary 
concern  to  the  idea  of  AUTOGEOGRAPHY. 


Serving  in  various  capacities  as  creator, 
subject,  interpreter,  and  often  the  fabricator 
of  the  work,  the  artist's  presence  is  perva- 
sive. Some  artists  treat  their  bodies  or  lives 
as  art  substances,  handling  them  as  though 
they  were  traditional  art  making  materials. 
These  artists  may  directly  manipulate  their 
physiognomy  to  cause  immediate  trans- 
formation: distorting  their  faces,  using  their 
bodies  as  works  of  art.  In  other  cases,  the 
time  lags  and  dissolves  of  video  technology 
serve  as  transformation  devices.  Various 
artists  in  this  exhibition  isolate  and  reenact  a 
personal  experience  in  order  to  render  it  at  a 
distance  which  enables  them  to  serve  as  both 
observer  and  participant  in  the  work.  Re- 
enactment  may  take  the  form  of  theatrical 
performance,  diary,  or  literary  narrative  on 
videotape  or  film,  some  artists  focus  on  the 
relationships  and  contradictions  of  words 
and  their  images;  others  concentrate  on  the 
equally  contradictory  realm  bridging  fantasy 
and  reality.
